Later, in the fal 
of 1869, Iwas second mate of the Nej 
time, a stout whaling bark that had boo 
fitted out in San Francisco by her captai 
and owner for an expedition In search f 
Iho northwest passage. We shipped a fuJ 
trow for the purpose of first making 
wlmling voyage, and in tho following yeai 
after touching at tho Sandwich Island 
some timo in May, pass through Borin 
strait and face tho arctic winter in about 7 
degrees northern latitude. 


"Not a soul on board tho vessel save th 


captain and his four officers wore aware < 
tho ultimate object of our voyage, ho ex 
plaining his reticence afterward by eayin 
that if ho should not succeed in making 
name for himself ns an arctic explorer, a 
lettst no one should know of his fallun 
Leaving tho Golden Gate, the Neptun 
made her way to tho southwest, headin 
for tho sperm whale feeding ground 
among tho South Sua islands. In fou 
months we had tho ship loaded down wit 
sperm oil. 
Wo had caught 25 whales, av 


waging about 100 barrels of oil each. 
'' Then wo sailed northward, and cntcl 


ing tho trade winds from tho southwoH 
ntoorod a straight course for tho Sandwlc 
Islands, discharged our cargo ut Honoluh 
took on provisions and water and set sa 
for tho Arctic ocean, Rough weather, ai 
verso winds and general discomfort mar] 
ed our route to Bering strait. From Poln 
Barrow we stcorod a northwesterly count 
past Wrnngoll and Herald Islands, to th 
north of which wo encountered groat ice 
Jlot«. Wo saw several whales, but the 
were alvays to the windward of us, on 
therefore wo didn't bother thorn. 


"Ono morning a big spout was slghte 


not more than fl\e miles off our loo bow 
Tho yards wore hailed into the wind, 
hands called on deck and the boats lowei 
ed. Wo had eight of them, splendid, fae 
Bailing wholeboats, 80 feet long, with bi 
uenterboards which enabled them to stan 
up to almost any kind of a breeze. Afte 
a hot chase we got the whale, which was a 
tremendous fellow, and as soon as we hat 
him alongside tho ship the work of out 
ting him up commenced.

Every one of these irons bear, 
tho name of tho vessel to which it belongs 
and it was certainly Interesting to knew 
what ship had been after the same whale 
tho blubber of which was now being hoist 
ed on board tho Neptune. A little sandpa 
per applied to tho rusty iron soon disclose!

tie ocean, and that Is around Cape Horn. 
That is not possible. Ho would have to 
pass the equator twice. An arctic whale 
would perish before he came within 80 de 
greesof the line.' 


"Wo knew now that a northwest passage 


existed. It remained for us to find it. The 
next day a heavy fog act in and as bad 
luck would have it wo got into a current 
which drifted us south among a lot of 
loose loo. It was impossible to see any- 
thing half a ship's length ahead, and the 
ouiTont took us along at a five knot rate. 
Suddenly the lookout on tho forecastle 
yelled out to the man at the wheel: 'Hard 
aportl Quick, quick, for God's sake!1 


"But it was too late. An enormous 


piece of ground ico lay square in the ship's 
path and wo struck it with our starboard 
bow. 
S'ora moment the vessel quivered 


like a living thing, then she listed to star- 
board, going down faster and faster as the 
water rushed into tho great hole in her 
Hide, There was no timo to save anything. 
Kvory man scrambled on to tho ice as best 
ho could. The captain was the lost to leave 
the ship. When nothing but a port of the 
I>oop deck remained above water, he 
jumped for the Ice, but he sprang short 
and fell Into the sea. At that moment the 
Neptune gave a sudden lurch and sank out 
of sight. The vortex caused by the ship's 
descent drew our gallant captain under 
and big kind, brave face was never seen 
ugata. 


"I shall not attempt to describe onr suf- 


ferings on that piece of ice. For five days 
not a morsel of food, no sleep and most of 
us wet to the skin. Forty-five of the men 
succumbed. Wo threw them into the sea, 
poor fellows, aa soon as the last breath had 
fled for fear our gnawing, horrible hunger 
would moke cannibals of us. On the sixth 
day after the foundering of the Neptune 
we were picked up by another whaler 
homeward bound and reached San Fran- 
cisco without further adventure."—Brook- 
lyn Eagle.

Some Interesting investigations Iwe 


been made at the South Dakota experiment 
station in the distribution of weed seeds 
by winter winds. For example, the con- 
tents of a snowdrift on plowed land 3 feet 
square, 8 inches deep and 10 rods from any 
standing weeds were melted, and 33 weed 
seeds belonging to nine species were found 
in it. Other tests confirm the fact that 
seeds ore carried great distances upon the 
snow. Another test was made by pouring 
half bushel piles of oats and millet upon 
the snow crust when the wind was 16 miles 
an hour. Both millet and oat* passed a 
point 80 rods from where they had been 
placed in 40 seconds. A 25 mile wind was 
found to drift wheat grains 80 rods in a 
minute. Of course, when winds on the 
plains keep blowing in one direction for 
days, seeds will travel many miles. The 
moral of these investigations seems to be 
that in the great western plains at least 
bare summer fallowing and matured weeds 
in waste ground may help to scatter seed 
during the winter over groat areas, and 
they will be burled in the soil when the 
snow melts.—Garden and Forest.

An Ordinance 


To repeal an Ordinance entitled "An Ordi- 


nance prescribing the terms and condi- 
tions upon which the Burgess and Council 
of the Borough of Bristol consent to the 
construction, maintenance and operation 
of Street Passenger Railways operated by 
electrical power upon certain streets in 
said Borough, which said streets are by 
ordinance to be hereafter named, set forth 
and described, and imposing regulations, 
conditions and restrictions in respect to 
Street Passenger Railway Companies using 
electrical power in the operation and

Aa Hard a* the Diamond. 


The diamond has always been regarded 


as possessing one quality which placed it 
beyond rivalry—namely, that of hardness. 
There are several gems which compote 
with it in beauty, and at least one, the 
ruby, when of rare size and quality, out- 
ranks it in costliness. 
But none in the 


whole list equals it in hardness. 


"Diamond cut diamond" has become 


a popular saying. The nordeststeel cannot 
equal the diamond in that respect. Tho 
diamond, says a recent antborative tejt- 
book of chemistry, "Is the hardest form of 
matter known." 


But science progresses, and if nature has 


set aside for her king of gems the distinc- 
tion of unparalleled hardness the art of 
man has not been equally considerate. 
There ore at least two products of chemi- 
cal experiment which hove proved, oqcord- 
ir.g to the great French chemist, Henri 
JUolssan, to be as hard as diamonds. 


These are produced from {he rare metal 


titanium. M. Molssan -has succeeded in 
preparing titanium In the electric furnace. 
In the pure form It is harder than steel or 
quartz, and when combined with silicon or 
boron, so as to form a sllicide or borjde of 
titanium, It matches the diamond itself In 
hardness. 


Titanium resembles tin In its chemical 


properties, and It is the characteristic ele- 
ment in the beautiful red and brown ,crys- 
tn Is of rutile. These, In the shape of nee- 
dles, are sometimes found penetrating 
large white quartz crystals, forming gem? 
that the French call "love's arrows,"— 
Youth's Companion.

Problem, " gave the following Interesting 
facts about the knights of the road : 


"New Jersey was the first state to pass 


a law punishing the professional tramp 
and at the name time to define what he 
was. This was in 1876. Rhode Island was 
the next, and Connecticut came third. A 
recent writer assorts Aiiat tnere are about/ 
60,000 tramps in the United States. 
This 


number is a trifle large, although it is safe 
to say that there are over 40,000. This is 
larger than the army of Wellington at Wa- 
terloo. 
We look on tramps as human 


wrecks and driftwood, and yot tho major- 
ity of them are in the prime of life and in 
better than the average health. 
Only 8>i 


per cent of the tramps with whom my sta- 
tistics wore gleaned claimed in the dead of 
winter, when the grip was raging, they 
were In bad health. They are robust and 
will fill you with envy, malice and all oth- 
er jealous feelings when you hear thorn 
snoring at midnight. 


"Eighty-one percent of tramps declare 


that they took to tho road because they 
were out of a job, and only one man be- 
cause machinery took his place. Over 60 
per cent of tho English trumps are given 
as taking the road because of vagrant hab- 
its. 
The majority of our trumps are of 


American birth, 85 per cent of 1, 342 being 
of American parentage, and 2 73 Irish, who 
come next. Over 100 out of 1,738 tramps 
could read and write, and they ail spend 
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and 84 have children. Thirty-eight per 
cent say that they work for thoir food, 24 
per cent beg it and 58 per cent that they 
steal it. Over 400 sleep at cheap lodging 
houses and nearly 800 in police headquar- 
ters. About 100 sleep in boxes."

"Wo pulled out from Hcrmodna among 


tho foothills at 9 o'clock in the morning 
on a clear, cold February day, "said Al- 
bert Bragdon, just returned from winter- 
Ing In Colorado.
